1 . The proposed After Final amendment will not be entered because it raises new 
issues for further search and consideration, such as the broadening of claim 1 to include 
an annealing gas, a partition plate, and additional limitation on substrate holding unit, 
which require consideration of a rejection under 35 USC 103 over Moore (518) and 
Ushikoshi ('606). 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 1 1/13/2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the rejections under 35 USC 103(a) based on combination 
of Moore ('51 8) and Ushikoshi ('606) is overcome by amendment (see pages 5-7). The 
argument is unconvincing because the proposed amendment has not been entered. 

Applicant argues that the Moore teaches the use of identical gas in various 
injection jets 421 (see page 8, first paragraph). Contrary to Applicant's assertion, Moore 
specifically provides multiple gases into reaction chamber 403 through gas injection jets 
421, (col. 30, lines 43-44).
